ly interesting, No longer did he follow the 


_ old beaten track, which had been travelled for 


ages by the religious world, but he dated to en- 
ter upon new grounds; called in question the 
opinions of uninspired men; shewed the foolish 
ideas of many commentators on the sacred 
scriptutcs—exposed their ignorance and con- 
tradittions—threw.new light on the sacred vel- 
ume, particularly those prophesies which so 
deeply interest this generation, and which had 
heen entirely overlooked, or mystified by the 
religious world—cleared up scriptures which 
had heretofore appeared inexplicable, aad de- 
lighted his astonished audience with things 
“new and o'd”—proved to a demonstration the 
literal fulfilment of prophesy, the gathering of 
Israel in the last days, to their ancient inheri- 
tances, with their ultimate splendor and glory; 
the situation of the world at the coming of the 
Son of Man—the judgments which Almighty 
God would pour out upon the ungodly, prior to 
that event, andthe reign of Christ with his 
saints on’ the carth, inthe millenium. 

These important subjects could not fail to 
have their weight on the minds of his hearers, 
whoclearly discerned the si!uation in which 
they were placed,by the sound and logical'argu- 
merits which he adduced; and soon, numbers 
felt the importance of obeying that farm of doc- 
tritie which liad been delivered them; so that 
they might be accounted worthy to escape those 
things which were coming on the earth, and 
many eatue forward desiring tobe baptized 
the remission of sins.

A Sermon preached in the parish church of Hills- 
borough, on Sunday, the 30th of October, 1842, 
with an app: ndiz of illustrations and proofs, by 
the venerable Walt:r B. Mant, M. Archiea 
con of Down. 

We have been led to notice this publication, 
net from any intrinsic merit which it has, nor 
in order to prevent any evil effects to the cause 
of truth that might arise from its circulation, 
but eimply because of the authority from which 
it springs. Indeed, we rejoice to see such an 
effort made to put down the principles we ad. 
vocate; it argues little for the party from whem 
it proceeds, and we assure the reverend writer 
that we consider it so innoxious, so harmless 
in its effects upon us, that we would father be 
engaged in its diffusion than in the suppression 
of it. 

The author setsout with a eulogy on the 
principle of union of religion—the necessity of 

it—and of the existence of an acknowledged 
authority to’ teach the priocip'es of truth; be 
then laments the introduction of the principles 
of dissent in the following manner:— 

The evil is as old asthe very early days of 
Christ's own apostles: lamented by St. Paul, 
in his epistles to the Corinthians, to the Gals- 
tiane, to the Thessalonians, and to bishops, 
Timothy and Titus; by St. John, in the eases 
of those who denied that Jesus Christ had come 
in the flesh, and of Diotrepher, prated 
against” the apostles “with malicious words;”

followers of Calvin and Knox, and of the seera- 
ments end other outward ordinances by the 
Quakers; in the unscriptural dogmas and prac-.

Now we perfect'y agree with the venerable 
Archdeecon in the necessity of there being a 
legitimate end acknowledged priesthood in the 
church of Christ,in order that we may have 
‘one Lord, one faith, and one baptism.” It is 
peculiarly in this principle that the Saints of 
the Inet days rejoice, that when all men were 
bew'dered and in darkness—when the vision of 
all was covered and had become as the words of 
a beok that was cealed, thatthen the Lord again 
sent his holy messengers from on high to re- 
new the covenant which man had broken, and 
gave them authority to adminiater his holy or- 
dinances as in the beginning. Therefore, on 
the necessity of the existence and authority of 
the holy priesthood we fully agree with the 
reverend gentleman, but wiih regard to believ 
ing that his church poesesses that authority, we 
beg leave politely to disagree; yet with regard 
to his remarks upon the authors of d-ssent, as 
quoted above, we heave no feeling. that harmon- 
izes with his censure. However we might con- 
demn dissenters from the principles of truth 
when dispensed by Jegal authority, yet we can.

mind, and let the individual after rejoicing in

The Editor ot a small paper, published in 8. 
Louis, that has lately sprung into existance, 
called **The Ariel,” has been pleased to anim- 
advert rather uncerimoniously, and surely 
not very courteously, upon the Times and Sea- 
sone. Scarcely having broken the shell, and 
certainly not fully fledged; not being able to 
stand alone, and laboring severely under the 
hallucinations of a disordered brain, he has 
seen fit tostagger forth unfledged, and makes 
wanton, unca!led for, unprovoked “rrcx” at us 
—and asitis the nature of geese to fly, no 
doubt, but that while staggering on the brink 
of the nest, gaping like a young goslin for wha! 
might be crammed down his throat, he fancied 
in the wild flight of his imegination, that he 
was soaring on high, and making his nest in 
the clouds—that the earth was under his con- 
trol—that he was king of the feathered tribe 
and lord of the skies. Poor thing, he knew 
not that he was wallowing in his own nest, sub- 
ject to the control of others, and besmesred 
with the filth of his own making, every time 
he flapped his featherless wings, exposing his 
own nakedness, discommoding others, even of 
the same brood, and stirring up the ffou! effiu- 
via with which he was enveloped. We should 
not have noticed the ereature at all, had he 
not, with the flapping of his wings, cast some of 
his dirt at us; asitis, we shall give him's gen- 
tle admonition to keep out of our path—end 
let him go. 

We think of all people in the world, the in- 
habitants of the state of Missouri, ought to be

whether we refer to their judges or officers, 
military or civil; their governors, legislators, 

people or editors. Holding fraudulent- 
ly, hundreds of thousends of dollars worth of 
property, the plunder ofa legalized banditti, 
and their garments yet dripping with the blood 
of the inrocent, with administrators too cor- 
rapt to award justice, and a legislature too dis- 
honest to refund their ill gotten gain; we re- 
peat it again—of all people in the world, they 
ought to be the last tosay any thing abeut 
Mormonism. 

We have observed, that for some time, the 
editors and legislators have been silent on this 
subject; and we presume if this featherless gos- 
lin had waited till he had been better informed, 
he would also have {been dumb; but now to 
the polat.

Our worthy editor has not told us. But is it not 
enough that he has said it! Bow therefore, O 
ye nations with respectful deference, to his ip- 
w-dizit, for he is a worthy scion, of a famous 
wock. He further states, without adducing 
one solitary testimony, “if any sober enquirer, 
who really can look through the veil that hides 
bypocricy, will examine that journal, he will 
probably come to the same conclusion that we 
have.” Weare at a loss to know whether the 
worthy editor knows the meaning of hypocrisy 
o not; as he bras not assigned any reason why 
the Times and Seasqnr are hypocritical. To 
stir up hie ‘pure mind,by way of remembrance,’ 
we will refer him to an instance or twe. When 
an organized Missouri mob, under the direc- 
tion of the governor of that state, went to Far 
West, ostensibly forthe purpose of restoring 
order, and.sus:aining the law; but in reality 
forthe purpose of robbing, plundering, and 
murdering, we should call it an act of ‘hypocrisy.’ 
When Judge King called a court, professedly 
for the purpose. of trying according to law and 
evidence, a number of persons, who had been 
taken under mob law, and thrust into prison; 
but fer the real purpose of condemning them 
without evidence, and not al'ewing them to 
bring any of their witnesses into court; the 
whole of the examination being exparte, under 
pretence of law; we should call it an act of ‘hy- 

poerisy.” When the legislature, knowing 
these facts, heving been memoralized on the
